International communsst organisa- 
tions are strangely mdiffereny to the 
large-scale. repression of the commnu- 
nists still going on in Indonesia. The 
Wficial attempt to pass on the blame 
for the “disorders” ghat took place 
in Jakarta an January to the com- 
amunist , underground has ‘ot im- 
pressed any section of (public apinion 
im the country, No one 4 prepared 
to believe that the Indonesian Com- 
munist Party, faced as it is with severe 
repression and ceaseless witch-hunt- 
‘wx, can mobilise thousands of stu- 
atuls and young men to defy the 
military regime. On the comtrary, the 
impression has gote round tha; the 
1uthorities wan, to persecute 
ands of communists who 
sither escaped arrest or are still in 
wison. 

The concern over the fate of these 
has become all the more acute, as 
the whole basis for their suppression 
hac been knocked outi by numerous 
facts that have come to ligh, during 
the past o%e year, Tt is curious that 
no one in Indonesia is able to give 
the exact figures of commumisy Jpri- 
ers. Gereral Sugiharto, former 
Attorney General, said in September 
1971 thar there were approxunaltely 
10,000 prisoners but added thar this 
gure wag “floating”. Very few are 
sported to haye been released since

the longer the better, so thar the po- 
pulation could be kept in suspense 
of fear and suspicion agains; the 
communists, In a sense, the ‘‘com- 
munist danger” serves the preseny te- 
gime in the same way as neo-colo- 
nialism and ‘imperialism dx! So- 
karno; their political and e!onomic 
failure can always be attributed to 
communists and their designs. 

There are over 10,000 communist 
prisoners of “A” category. Ip is 
officially stated that they cannot be 
released because they still pose a 
danger to the present regime ; neither 
can they be brought to tial, as there 
is practically nothing to charge them 
with. These 10,000 or even 15,000 
people are in co™@entration camps 
on the island of Buru, and possibly 
on other islands as well.
